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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

/. Status of the claims 

With entry of this amendment, claim 18 is amended. Claims 18-26 are pending. 

//. Support for the amendments 

Support for the amendment to the specification can be found in the first paragraph 
of the present application on page 1, which incorporates U.S. Patent Application No. 08/788,822 
by reference. The specific language added to the specification finds support from original claim 
25 of the '822 application. The amendment merely adds language that was incorporated by 
reference and therefore is considered to have been part of the application as filed. Support for 
polynucleotides encoding fusion proteins comprising the pan DR binding proteins of the 
invention can be found, e.g., in the first paragraph on page 1 1 of the present application. No new 
matter is added. 

Written Description Rejection 

Claims 18-26 were rejected as allegedly not meeting the written description 
requirement. Specifically, the Examiner argued that there was no explicit support for the genus 
of peptides recited in the claims. Applicants respectfully traverse the rejection. 

While Applicants strongly disagree that the present application does not support 
the claims as previously pursued, to expedite prosecution, the claims have been amended. Since 
-the amended claims recite the sequence of a specific peptide that that is expressly recited in a 
priority application that is incorporated by reference, Applicants submit that there should be no 
issue regarding the written description of the amended claim. Accordingly, Applicants 
respectfully request withdrawal of the rejection.
